Resignation of Councilman Milton R. Emerson, coupled 
with his plea that Council “will not let this city stand still,” 
plus the city fathers’ determination to put through the 
Suffolk St. opening, highlighted Tuesday night’s Sierra 
Madre Council meeting. 

Council has 30 days in which to choose a successor to 
Councilman Emerson, whose resignation was due to press 
of business, including his recently acquired duties as city 
engineer for San Marino. He also attends classes in public 
administration at USC nights. 

Mentioned as his successor are Ralph R. Rule of 161 
S. Holdman; Manuel de la Torre of 31 W. Grand View, and 
Robert D. Dodge of 111 E. Orange Grove. Councilman Emer¬ 
son’s letter of resignation follows: 

"AS PREVIOUSLY conveyed to the City Council last 
November, it will be necessary for me to resign from the 
Council at the termination of the street lighting proceedings. 

To fulfill my present commitments more time is re¬ 
quired than is available. I request that my resignation 
become effective Wednesday, Feb. 15, 1961. 

I have worked to make Sierra Madre a small, modern, 
residential city with good planning and zoning, and good 
improvements to increase our property values. It is my 
earnest hope that the City Councils of Sierra Madre wiU ijot 
let our city stand still—that means decay—and decay means 
low proporty values, slums and all its accompanying prob¬ 
lems. This should be foremc)st in our hiinds. 

I do not resign without concern and regrets. The work 
has been both gratifying and frustrating. 

Sierra Madre is fortunate to have an honest, hard work¬ 
ing and intelligent administration and staff. Larry Bevlng- 
ton, the city administrator, along with his staff, are doing 
an outstanding job. It has been my pleasure and privilege 
to work with and know many of them.” 

Councilman Emerson still had a year and a month to 
serve. His four-year term would ‘have expired in April, 
1962, when the councilman elections are scheduled. 

Mayor W. Webster Vannier expressed his regret and 
that of the other councilmen over Emerson’s resignation 
and presented him, on behalf of his colleagues, a silver 
mounted gavel.

provide for his family. At 
present his earnings range 
from 27 cents to 41 cents a 
day which, of course, is 
grossly inadequate for even 
the basic necessities of four 
persons. 

THE CHILD'S mother is no 


longer able to work because 
of the need to care for Chi’s 
infant brother. Moreover, she 
is anemic and shows symp¬ 
toms of a heart ailment. 
They used to receive help 
from two maternal uncles in 
Central Viet Nam, but one of 
them is now married and 
has no money to spare so 
that the amount of assist¬ 
ance received is negligible- 

It is no wonder that the 
parents worry about repay¬ 
ing debts amounting to 
$23.36 which they have in¬ 
curred to meet living ex¬ 
penses— under the circum¬ 
stances, this represents a 
considerable sum. 

They live in a thatch 
house of their own which is 
built over the water. It is 
about 9 feet by 15 feet in 
size and contains, in the 
way of furniture, the beds 
and a wardrobe. While the 
general 1 mpression is un¬ 
mistakably that of poverty, 
the place appears to be 
clean. Nevertheless, the 
plight of Chi’s family is des¬ 
perate, 

Chi is a sweet, attractive 


little girl with a round face 
and short hair. She started 
school about three months 
ago but had to stop a month 
later as her father could not 
afford to pay school .fees 
She is devoted to her baby 
brother and likes to be 
around him but would also 
like to go back to school. 
Perhaps because of admira¬ 
tion for the nurses she has 
seen, Chi says that she, too, 
would like to become a nurse 
when she grows up-
